tn mid-June 87 students of Shantung University vassed a physical examination 
given by @ Tsingtao Maval Academy doctor at the university and were notified 
by the academy authorities to report to the academy for registration on 15 
July. 


In mid-June the Teingtao Naval Academy was training naval versonnel for surface 
craft as well as for submarines. There were very few submarine trainees because 
ef the high physical requirements. 
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
